Applicants thank the Examiner for reviewing and considering the pending application. 
Applicants also express their gratitude to the Examiner for an indication of the allowability of 
claims 4 and 7. Applicants further note that the species election requirement mailed on 
September 10, 2004, has been withdrawn. The Office Action dated February 21, 2007, has been 
received and reviewed. Claims 1-2, 4-7, and 10 are pending. Reconsideration is respectfully 
requested. 

Applicants have amended Figures 6B, 8A, and 8B to correct minor typographical errors. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request favorable consideration thereof Applicants also 
request that the Office acknowledge that the drawings are acceptable in the next communication. 

In the Office Action, claims 1-2, 5-6, and 10 are provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 12, 17, 18and22 of divisional Application No. 10/981,574 (now U.S. Patent No. 
7,132,633). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

Nevertheless, to expedite prosecution of the present application. Applicants are 
submitting herewith a terminal disclaimer to overcome the rejection. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request withdrawal of the provisional rejection under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting of claims 1-2, 5-6, and 10. 

In the Office Action, claims 4 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten into independent form. As stated above. 
Applicants are filing a terminal disclaimer herewith. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request passage of the present application to issue.
